Cumberland, Md., February 9.—In 


an attempt to eject John Schweitzer

Street, this morning at 9 o'clock 
Sheriff Noah Hendley was shot twice, 
once in the right hand, and in the left 
breast, above the heart, by Schweit- 
zer, in the hallway of the home. 
Deputy Walter Clay, following Sheriff 
Hendley, then drew his pistol and 
fired one shot at Schweitzer, wound- 
Ing him in the side in the lungs above 
the right hip. Sheriff Hendley, bleed- 
Ing, tottered out of the doorway, 
blood streaming from the wound in 
the hand. 


Sheriff Hendley was assisted to the 


Wilson Bakery, across the street, and 
physicians summoned. Later he was 
removed to the Allegany Hospital.

LINCOLN'S OWN LIFE STORY 


After the Now Famous Lincoln-Douglas Debate 


and the Candidate's Visit to New York and 


New England He Responded to a Request 


for a Sketch of His Life in the Ap- 


pended Letter. 


J. W. Pell, Esq., 


My Dear Sir: 


Springfield, December 20, 1859. 


Herewith is a little sketch, as you requested. There is not much of it, 


for the reason, I suppose, that there is not much of me. If anything be 
made of it, I wish it to be modest, and not to go beyond the material. * * * 


I was born February 12, 1809, in Hardin County, Kentucky. My par- 


ents were both born in Virginia, of undistinguished families—second fami- 
lies^ perhaps I should say. My mother, who died in my tenth year, was of 
a family of the name of Hanks. My paternal grandfather, Abraham Lin- 
coln, emigrated to Kentucky about 1781 or 1782, where, a year or two 
later, he was killed by the Indians, not- in battle, but by stealth, when he 
was laboring to open a farm in the forest. His ancestors, who were Quak- 
ers, went to Virginia from Berks County, Pennsylvania. 
* * * 


My father, at the death of his father, was but six years of age, and 


grew up literally without education. He removed from Kentucky to what 
is now Spencer County, Indiana, in my eighth year. * * * There I grew 
'up. There were some schools so called but no qualification was ever re- 
quired of a teacher beyond "readin', writin' and cipherin' " to the rule of 
three. * * * I have not been to school since. 1 ne little advance I now 
have upon this store of education I have picked up from time to time un- 
der the pressure of necessity. * * * 


I was raised to farm work, which I continued till I was twenty-two. 


At twenty-one I came to Illinois, Macon County. 
Then I got to New 


Salem, where I remained a year as a sort of-clerk, in a store. Then came 
the Black Hawk War; and I was elected a captain of volunteers, which 
gave me more pleasure than any I have had since. I * * * ran for the 
Legislature the same year (1832) and was beaten—the only time I was 
ever beaten by the people. The next three; succeeding biennial elections I 
was elected to the Legislature. I was not a candidate afterward. 
During 


this legislative period I had studied law, and removed to Springfield to 
practice it. In 1846 I was elected to the lower House of Congress. 
Was 


not a candidate for re-election. 
From 1849 to 1854, both inclusive, prac- 


ticed law more assiduously than ever before. * * * I was losing inter- 
est in politics when the repeal of the Missouri Compromise aroused me 
again. What I have done since is pretty well known. 


If any personal description is thought desirable, it may be said I am, 


in height, six feet four inches, nearly; lean in flesh, weighing on an aver- 
age, one hundred and eighty pounds, dark complexion, with coarse black 
hair and gray eyes. "No other marks and brands recollected."

WASHING FURNITURE. 


E»jy to Restore Tarnished Pi«o*« to 


Original Freshnen. 


"Very few people kuotr tbat fuml- 


tnre ought to be washed," said a sales- 
man in the furniture section of a large 
department store. "Yet." he continued, 
"it is the best thing one can do to keep 
furniture looking as well as it should. 
One should take a bucket of tepid rain- 
water and make a suds with a. good 
pure soap. Then with a soft piece of 
cheesecloth all the woodwork should 
be -washed. It is astonishing bow much 
dirt will come off. 
A second piece of 


cheesecloth should be wrung dry out of 
hot water. On this should be poured a 
tablespoon of first class furniture pol- 
ish. The beat will spread the polish 
through the cloth. Next the furniture 
should be gone orer with the second 
cloth. There will be no need of put- 
ting on more polish! tor that much will 
do all one needs. Too many persons 
make the mistake of using too much 
polish and leaving it thick on the furni- 
ture, where it looks dauby and where 
it gathers more dirt." 


There is furniture In homes today 


that is cast off because of its appear- 
ance when It might be brought back 
to its original freshness by this simple 
process of washing. Many persons do 
not know that a fine bit of mahogany 
is improved by careful washing, and 
hundreds of pianos have never been 
more than dusted in years. A square 
of cheesecloth for the washing and an- 
other for the polishing will do the 
work, and the result will well repay 
the effort.—Indianapolis News. 


HOT' DRINKS. 


If Taken Above 130 Degrees They In- 


jure the Stomach. 


Many people without realizing It are 


In the habit of drinking tea at much 
too high a temperature. Sir Henry 
Thompson points out In his book on 
"Diet In Relation to Age and Activi- 
ty." 


"Few persons are aware that they 


habitually swallow hot liquids, tea es- 
pecially, at a temperature which if 
applied to the hands or feet would in- 
flict painful scalds. Most tea drinkers 
take it about 140 to 145 degrees F-. 
which the mouth bears very well if 
slowly sipped, while tbe cup itself is 
too hot to be held by any hand. 


"But the habit of swallowing such 


tea is injurious to the stomach, and !t 
ought not to be taken above 130 de- 
grees or so. 
Again, water at 120 de- 


grees, which feels a little more than 
lukewarm in the mouth, causes severe 
pain if the hand is dipped in it and 
cannot be endured." 


He has. however, some good words 


to say for the early morning tea. 


"This morning tea in any case should 


be taken at least an hour and a half 
before the ttrst meal of the day. 
For 


many years I nave been accustomed 
to write for an hour every morning in 
bed after tea, as i am doing at this 
moment, and at no time do I find the 
brain clearer for work, while the ap- 
petite for solid food is excellent wheu 
the hour for breakfast arrives."

HISTORY CUT IN ETERNAL STONE 


A Woiidcrtul Autograph Album in a" 


Remote Comer of New Mexico That 


Our Country Should Preserve. 
(Written for The Gazette by M. J. 


Brown, Editor Little Valley, N. Y., 
Hub.) 


If a fellow only had time and mon- 


ey enough what a lot of wonders and 
strange tales he could dig up in thib 
unknown part of America—the won- 
derland of the southwest. 


But when he has to count his 


money every night before he puts his 
pants under his pillow, and re-count 
it every morning, to see if dreams 
come true—-well, then history has to 
shorten up a bit. 


It costs six dollars a day and ex- 


penses to dig for forgotten history in 
the southwest. 
The expenses are a 


dollar and a half for the team, the 
same for the driver, and a little more 
for the digger. Eleven dollars at the 
least, and when you turn the driver 
back and relay to some interesting, 
unknown spot, it costs at least $20 
a day. And what man outside of 
Smithsonian, and doing business on 
his own account, can lay over for a 
week or two at places of interest and 
history? 


I have an idea that every fellow 


who ever came down here to review 
history was about as short as I am, 
and that he measured long ago evenls 
by how long his treasury cloth would 
pay livery rigs. 
(I'll except one 


newspaper man from this class—the 
late Frank dishing—the newspaper 
writer who was adopted by the 
Zunis.) 


Prom Zuni back to Gallup there 


was nothing but sand hills, an occa- 
sional pine tree (called the forest re- 
serve on our maps) a lone trading 
store, and a few scattered Navajo In- 
dians. I had been over this lonesome 
waste once, and I didn't fancy a re- 
turn trip. From the trader at Zuni I 
learned that one could turn the dri- 
ver back from Black Rock, relay at a 
ranch, and see records of our history 
of 370 years ago that but few white 
men have ever seen. 


So I sent the driver back and start- 


ed for those sentinel rocks of our 
early history—the rocks where early 
explorers wrote their history—an 
autograph album that should be pre- 
served by our country-—a. record writ- 
ten on eternal stone. 


Twenty miles east from Zuni these 


history rocks stand in the sunshine 
today—ancient as the sun. Wind, 
sand and erosian have tried to erase 
the records of these men who first 
made a path from Mexico to the Rio 
Grande, and who wrote their efforts 
on these rocks. 
But the climate of 


the southwest has dealt more kindly 
with them than has our country and 
they yet stand—to be seen and read 
by any man who can stand the hard- 
ships and six dollars a day expenses 
included. 


From the pueblo of Zuni to the Rio 


Grande runs an ancient trail, obliter- 
ated by years, and now a thorough- 
fare. 
Back in 1540 it was the only 


trail through New Mexico to Santa Fe 
and the Rio Grande, and it would 
seem that almost every Spaniard left 
his card there—often a last message 
to history. 


El Morro is the great historic rock 


that rises from the prairie—two hun- 


long—-a wedge-shaped mass of solid 
stone that will long remain a monu- 
ment to our first civilization, and on 
dred feet high and thousands of feet 
whose face is the brief record of 
many a pioneer, whose daring ex- 
ploits opened New Mexico to the 
world. 


El Morro was the one common 


camping place for the venturesome 
Spaniards and each man registered at 
Nature's great hotel, little thinkin 
the register would some day become a 
part of our country's history. 


The inscriptions read little to me. 


They were all in Spanish (the old 
ones) and in abbreviated Spanish, 
that has taken years to translate. 


But I had read of this famous In- 


scription Rock, and while I could 
make neither A nor Z from the letter- 
ing, I knew it was the inscriptions of 
men who never hoped to come back 
from the unknown, trackless, water- 
less, foodless country ahead, filled 
with savages, wild beasts and count- 
less dangers. And I looked with awe 
at these old registers, at the writing 
of men who wrote their own epitaphs. 


Later I found a book at Santa Fe 


which translated these rock writings, 
and they meant much moie than I 
thought. One of the oldest, and one 
well preserved, is that ot Onate, 
which translated reads. 


"Passed by here the officer, -Don 


Juan de Onate to the discovery of the 
sea of the south, on the 16th of 
April, 1605." 


Another one is dated 1526, but it is 


claimed this was an error in register- 
ing, 
as no white man had ever set 


foot in New Mexico at this date. 
It 


reads: 


"By here passed the Ensign Don 


Joseph de Payba Basconzelos, the 
year that he brought the town-council 
of the kingdom (N. M.) at his own 
expense on the 18th day of February 
of 1526 years." 


And here is one that has romance 


and tragedy: 


"They passed on the 23d of March, 


1632 
years to the avenging of the 


death of the Father Letrodo." 


Father Letrodo was the first mis- 


sionary to Zuni, sent to that lone 
parish and to his death. 
He worked 


hard with the sun worshipping sav- 
ages, but they did not want his re- 
ligion. 
He was brutally murdered, 


and terribly mutilated — literally 
hacked to pieces. And the expedition 
of Letrodo was to avenge his death. 


I had three hours at this wonderful 


stone register—only three hours, or 
sleep out—and count my money 


again. On top of this great rock they 
say are the ruins of - a people who 
lilred there many years before our his- 
tory began—ruins of which there is 
not the remotest history or tradition. 
But the driver said "we must beat it," 
to reach the railroad at Grant's that 
day, so there was nothing to it but re- 
grets, while the driver pounded the 
ponies on' the back for fifty' miles.' 


The time will come,' when vandals 


have half destroyed the many won-'1 
ders of the southwest, that our coun- 
try will take no'tice and throw pro- 
tection around what is left. 


I wish I could take a half dozen of 


our leading Congressmen down into' 
this country and show them around 
a bit. 1 wish I could make them feel 
what I feel, and see what I se— 
make them actually know something 
of the valuable history that will soon 
be lost to us unless protected. I'll 
bet they would' favor cutting out a 
battleship once in a while, and estab- 
lishing a custodianship over some of 
the greatest wonders on earth—our 
country's earliest history. 


When you look up at the inscrip- 


tions on the faces of these ancient 
cliffs, and see where "J. H. Johnson" 
or "C. L. Howard" has scratched his 
name over that of a man who gave 
his life to discover this country; 
when you see "John Jones of Kansas 
City" crowd out an Onate and stick 
his name up beside a Coronado—well, 
it makes one's blood boil. Why I can 
see a picture of a commercial meat 
packer of 1911 handing a penny 
weiner to the first discoverer of New 
Mexico. 


I got in with a bunch of moving 


picture makers south of Santa Fe, 
and became well acquainted with the 
two managers, meeting them at four 
different places. There were six in 
the troupe, four cowboys, who travel- 
ed with them all the time and the two 
managers, both New York fellows. 


The managers told me that the east 


was simply crazy for the Indian, Mex- 
ican and cowboy stuff and that they 
'name their own price for the real 
western pictures. He said the public 
was now educated so that they could 
tell the difference between a Tam- 
many Hall brave and a Moqui In- 
dian, and that a Coney Island cowboy 
wouldn't pass any more, even in a 
country town. 


But the picture men are up against 


it hard down in the southwest. 


The Indians simply won't back the 


play. They can't understand it and 
they hate a camera. They don't care 
so much about having a camera snap- 
ped on them, but they won't act, and 
of the many motion pictures you see 
mighty few of the red men in action, 
few, very few are Indians. 


The Mexicans take to the game, 


but they can't act. Give them a few 
pieces of change and they will obey 
all orders, but they are woodeny and 
unnatural and act much like the 
bridegroom having his picture taken. 


The cowboys go into the business 


for the fun they get out of it—if they 
play at all. The manager said the 
best pictures he got was by taking 
the punchers into a saloon and get- 
ting them into just the right spirits, 
when they would cut loose and fur- 
nish the most real cow pictures that 
could be had. 


At Lama Junction is a cowboy, 


whose photo is on hundreds of post 
cards in the southwest 
He is said to 


be the most picturesque personage '11 
New Mexico and he is one of the few 
fellows left who backs his plajs. 
Picture men pay him big money, 
when they pay him anything. 


Lloyd, the manager, told ma lie 


found this puncher and made a bar- 
gain with him for three days. They 
put on a wild west doings, where the 
cowboy was to hold up the stage. A 
Mexican girl betrayed him and the 
sheriff got him before he got the 
stage. 


He said the play was getting nicely 


started, when he found the cowboy 
had a quart of whiskey and his jag 
was getting the start of the play. 
Every time he took a drink things 
looked different. 
In the final, when 


the girl confronted him and when the 
sheriff protected her by keeping a 
.42 automatic at the head of the 
highwayman, he winked and leered 
at the girl, put his fingers on his nose 
to the sheriff and then walked off. 
He bro,ke up a splendid finish, and 
some night, when you se this reel, 
and the machine quits just where the 
stage coach gentleman is going to get 
his—you'll know that it isn't the 
machine, but New Mexico booze that 
broke up the show.

-State " 


With fire and sword English civili- 


zation marched upon the Burghers 
across the Vaal, proclaiming it to be 
the intention to relieve the sturdy 
Dutchmen from an oligarchic rulp, 
but the world nidging from Eng- 
land's past telt that powerful nation 
was again but demonstiatmg the 
ti uth of Ruskin's words when he de- 
•clared, Within these lattei years, WP, 
as, a knightly nation, have lost our 
spuis, \\e have fought where wo 
ought not to have fought—toi gam, 
and we have lefrained from fighting 
wheie we ought to have fought—for 
fear." 


Oom Paul died in exile, the cruel 


incidents ot the unequal struggle are 
feeing obliterated by time; the partici- 
pants are scattered, many of them, 
from then lands which were laid 
waste and their mines which were 
precious to them, but history cannot 
fail to attest how bravely the Burgh- 
ers struggled for their rights and 
their liberties the while the world 
saw the sinister effacement of a na- 
tion and raised not a hand to stop the 
slaughter, to avert the murder.

A TARIFF COMMISSION 


Desired by the President—Reciproc- 


ity with Canada- and Tariff Revis- 
ion Needed—The Parcels Post. 


Washington, D. C., February 6.— 


An extra session of Congress after 
the 4th of March is more than prob- 
able. Congress is pulling in _ several 
different directions. Certain Senators 
and members of the lower House are 
kicking and balking. The lesson of 
the last Congressional election is un- 
heeded or misunders'tood. 
Such a 


self-evident proposition as the desira- 
bility of reciprocity with Canada is 
opposed by a Senator from Texas and 
the Speaker of the House from Illi- 
nois and by a recently elected Senator 
from Massachusetts; and all of them 
have some backing- in Congress. Sen- 
ator Bailey of Texas and Senator 
Brown of Nebraska have both given 
the Senate to understand that they 
are itching to filibuster, and it is 
evident that within the three short 
weeks remaining the appropriation 
billes cannot be passed without mak- 
ng concessions to recalcitrant ele- 
ments in Congress. 


The President wants a tariff com- 


mission. 
The Democratic majority 


that will , control the House after 
March 4th wants no tariff commis- 
sion, but wants to pass a tariff bill of 
their own invention and construction, 
though how they can do it with the 
Senate and White House in opposi- 
tion, no man and not even^any wo- 
man knoweth.

sible in nearly all the despotisms of 
;he Old World. But in our own des- 
potism of interests with representa- 
tives in Congress it cannot be had. 
With forty thousand rural mail car- 
ters with their pockets barely full of 
etters and newspapers, many of them 
driving carts or four wheelers, an ex- 
lellent equipment for carrying pack- 
ages of eleven pounds each to the far- 
mers and other rural residents, this 
)lessing necessary to country people 
and necessary to the PostmasterAGen- 
ral in order to enable him to extin- 
guish the postoffice deficit, is not at- 
tainable. It is too good for American 
citizens. 


Reciprocity as the next thing to 


ree international trade would be the 
next best thing in the world 
With 


reciprocity, fleets and armies might 
be discharged, custom houses aban- 
doned, taxes reduced to one-fifth their 
present enormity, and living expenses 
.urned back to the minimum cost of 
our great-grandfather days. The rea- 
son this country is superlatively prosr 
perous today is because of the un- 
lampered reciprocity between the 
states. 
Then why not a little reci- 


procity with our good northern neigh- 
bor?. Why? Because of Congress, 
politics and the devil. How long will 
Americans be beguiled with the lie 
that we are a free country when we 
are governed by a bedlam legislative 
body, many of the units of which are 
ncapable of looking much beyond the 
.ittle corners of the nation in which 
:heir several districts are situated? 


But this is not the whole of the 


ugly truth. Many of them are under 
the influence and the pay directly or 
indirectly of the corporations that 
have contributed to send them to 
Washington. They are not the repre- 
sentatives of the people, but the at- 
torneys of trusts who serve their mas- 
teres by robbing the people 
How 


otherwise could the United States be 
so long behind the monarchies ot 
Europe and Asia in the enjoyment of 
a cheap parcels post? 
Give us reci- 


procity, give us a parcels post, give us 
free coal, free lumber, free wool, 
free raw material and free cooked 
material 
Cease legislation in favor 


of interests. 
Discontinue the tradi- 


tional Chinese policy now abandoned 
even by the Chinese of shutting out 
the rest of the world in order that 
internal robbers may have unmolest- 
ed play. 


A statesman of the first magnitude

End Conies to Famous Boer Soldier 


»»t Klerksdorp. 


Gen. Piet A. Cronje, the noted Boer 


general, died last Saturday at Klerks- 
dorp, Transvaal. 
General Cronje 


commanded the western army of the 
South African republics in the 'recent 
war. 
The British government sent 


out Field Marshal Lord Roberts and 
Gen. Lord Kitchener, with thousands 
of fresh troops, to put down the 
Boers. General Cronje and his Boer 
forces were too greatly outnumbered 
to withstand the Avalanche which fell 
upon them. 
On February 18 Conje 


was brought to bay, at a point on the 
Modder 
River, 
near 
Paardeberg, 


where he defended himself for nine 
days, in a position that was impreg- 
nable to assault, but greatly exposed 
to artillery fire from the surrounding 
heights. 
After suffering to such a 


degree that his men would endure no 
more, Conje surrendered February 
27, the anniversary of Majuba.

Mrs. Isabelle Mortimore, one of the 


oldest residents of the county, died 
at the home of Edwin Hartley in 
Snake Spring Township, on Saturday, 
February 4, 1911, aged 96 years, two 
months and 23 days.

White Damp, Firedamp, Black Damp 


and the Fearful After Damp. 


"White damp is the gas most feared 


by the miners, for its properties ren- 
der it difficult to detect, inasmuch aa 
it is tasteless, odorless and colorless 
and when mixed in the proportion of 
about one part gas to nine parts air is 
called "firedamp" and becomes explo- 
sive to a degree hard to realize unless 
one has seen its effects. 


Black damp, unlike white damp, is 


heavier than air, a nonexplosive gas 
which may be detected by Its peculiar 
odor. Again, unlike the other, its ef- 
fect is to suffocate and ejrttnguish fire. 
This gas is so heavy and moves with 
such a sluggish flow that occasional- 
ly, when miners have been trapped In 
a mine following an explosion and 
have detected the black damp creep- 
ing in upon them by its smell, they 
have been able to stop its advance by 
erecting dams or barricades along the 
floor, building them higher as the vol- 
ume of gas increased and keeping the 
air within their little inclosure com- 
paratively clean by rude improvised 
fans. 


Following an explosion, these two 


gases become mingled and form a mix 
ed gas, possessing all the dreaded 
qualities of each, which is known as 
"after damp," and it is the mixture 
of gases which destroys any life that 
may remain following a mine disaster. 
—Atlantic Monthly.

<f You Do, Why Don't You Make Them 


Yourself? — It's Dead Easy. 


Many a man says that be would be 


glad to do chores about the house, to 
trim the grass or weed the garden If 
he bad overalls. 


The trouble Is that when he wishes 


to' wear overalls the stores are closed 
nud he cannot buy them. 1 wori'der 
that men do not make them for them- 
selves. 


To provide a pattern you must have 


an outline or perspective plan of your 
contour from the belt line down to the 
ankles. This may be obtained by .sit- 
ting in wet clay and, on arising/pour- 
ing plaster, of Paris in the impression. 
When this hardens lift the mold, jean 
it against the wall arid /obtau? meaa- 
urements with a tapeline. Another 
way is to dust talcum powder on the 
carpet until it Is thickly coated. Then 
sit down on the talcum powder and 
carpet, thus removing the talcum from 
the floor where you have been. Then 
cut around the outlines of that Impres- 
sion with a sharp knife, remove the 
carpet so detached, and you have a 
pattern for one side of the overalls. 


Purchase several yards of denim 


and cut It Into the shape Indicated by 
either pattern you have now obtained. 
Make two sets of these pieces and sew 
them edge to edge. Pockets may be 
-made by cutting slits In the material 
and sewing empty salt sacks.— Wilbur 
D. Nesbit in Delineator. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 


Their Use on an Important Scale Date* 


From 1876. 


The first experimental philosopher to 


discover that electric light could be 
produced by a dry battery was Sir 
Humphry Davy, who in 1810 exhibited 
a light three inches long, between car- 
bor points, before the Royal society of 
London. But no commercial value was 
-attached to the use of electricity as an 
illuminant .until more than half a cen- 
tury later. The Centennial exhibition, 
held in Philadelphia In 1876. really 
marks the era of our present form 
-of electric light, though electric lights 
had been In use abroad prior to that 
time. The exhibition of models and 
•practical demoastrations of electric 
lights at Philadelphia In 1876 attracted 
-the attention of scientists and capital- 
ists In this country, and the first in- 
candescent lamps and the first arc 
system ww put to pra<ticnl use in 
a small way in 1878 T^t- Brush arc 
light sained favor in the beginning 
as the most adaptable for street light- 
ing, and Cleveland. O. the home of 
Charles Frauds Brush, the inventor, 
was the initial American city to adopt 
the arc system for street lighting. 


Since 1878 both the Brush arc sys- 


tem and the Edison incandescent sys- 
tem have developed.—Marc M. Rey- 
nolds in Moody's Magazine. 


Halcyon Days. 


"Alcyone, or Halcyone, the daughter 


of Aeolus, married Ceyx," said the 
Latin professor. "Ceyx was drowned, 
-and Alcyone on learning of, his fate 
threw herself into the sea. The gods 
were moved by the tragedy of the 
young lovers.

Elijah's 
long 
sojourn 
at 


Cberith and Zarephath the word of 
the Lord came again to him. Compare 
verse 1 and chapter xvii, 2, 8. The 
majority of believers are appointed 
to glorify God in a very quiet com- 
monplace kind of life, not often so 
quiet and lonely as Cherith nor so 
lowly as Zarephath and yet very or- 
dinary. May the thirty years of Jesus 
at Nazareth be a great encouragement 
to all such. 


Then, as to knowing when to 'move 


from where we are. may the pillar 
of cloud and fire be our guide. See 
Num. ix, 15-23. Remember also that 
when Joseph was sent to Egypt with 
Mary and the child Jesus it was said 
to him, "Be thou there until I bring 
thee word" (Matt, ii, 13). No will but 
His and a prompt obedience to His 
word will give us days of heaven on 
earth (Deut. xi, 21). As plainly as- he 
was told, "Get thee hence -and hide 
thyself" (Jtvii, 3), so now he is told, 
"Go shew thyself -unto Ahab." "-We 
think of Ezekiel, who was told, "Arise; 
go forth into the plain," and -later, 
"Go shut thyself within thine house" 
(Kzek. ill, 22-24). Perfect'acquiescence 
and unquestioning obedience are the 
only way of rest and peace. 


"We are now introduced to Obadiah, 


the governor of Ahab's house, a good 
man in a hard place. But Joseph and 
Daniel were somewhat similarly sit- 
uated, though they did not choose 
their situations. Whether this Oba- 
diah did or not we are not told. We 
are glad to learn that he was the 
means of preserving the lives of a 
hundred prophets and that he. was a 
man who feared the Lord from his 
youth. His name means "servant of 
Jehovah," and we trust that as a good 
servant his aim was to please God 
rather than man (Eph. vi, 6). 


When Elijah would have Obadiah 


tell Ahab that he had come he was at 
first afraid, but afterward went and 
so Ahab and Elijah met, with the 
greeting from the former, "Art thou 
he that troubleth Israel?" to which 
Elijah replied that the guilt was upon 
him and his father's house. And with- 
out further talk he ordered him to' 
gather to Mount Carmel the 850 
prophets who ate at Jezebel's table. 
Ahab seems to have been promptly 
obedient, and soon Elijah is face to 
face with the prophets of Baal and 
challenges them and the people with'1 
the wards: "How long halt ye between 
two opinions? If Jehovah be God fol-T 
low Him, but if Baal then follow 
him" (verse 21). 


It is probable that many of the 


people were in doubt about Baal, inas- 
much as he did not deliver them from 
their distress. 
The proposition that 


they and Elijah should each prepare a 
sacrifice and then decide upon the God 
that should answer by fire commended 
itself to* the people, and all the people- 
answered and said, "It is: well spoken,"1 
or, as in the margin, "the word is- 
good."' 
Elijah gave the prophets of 


Baal the first opportunity, and, having 
prepared their sacrifice^ we see them 
from morning until noon and from 
noon until the time of the evening sac- 
rifice calling upon their gods, Elijah 
urging them on with his "Cry aloud, 
for he is a god. Either he is talking 
or he hath a purswlt, or he is im, a 
journey, or paradventure he sleepeth 
and must be awaked." But, altliowgh 
they ciied aloud and cut themselves 
till the blood gwshed out, there- was 
no response whatever. 
One would 


think that the devil "would have- done 
something to encourage his otevoted 
worshipers, bnt the hand of ttse Lord 
must have restrained him. 


"When they had utterly failed then 


Elijah said unto all the people, "Come 
near unto me." 
"With what interest 


or perhaps in sullen silence- they must 
have watched the repairing of the 
altar of the Lord, the placing of 
tweh e stones to represent the twelve 
tribes, the digging of a trench and 
then the placing of the sacrifice on the 
wood! If they had been at all indif- 
ferent up to this time they would sure- 
ly be amazed at the threefold drench- 
ing of everything with twelve barrels 
of water until even the trench was 
filled. Now, what could fire do even 
if it came? Listen now to the prayer 
(verses 36, 37) which, uttered distinct- 
ly and slowly, does not occupy half 
a minute. Tbe fire of the Lord fell, 
consuming even the stones and the 
dust and the water in the trench. 


When the people saw it they fell on 


their faces and said: "Jehovah, He la 
the God! Jehovah, He is the God!" 
Then Elijah had all the prophets ol 
Baa! brought to the brook Kishon and 
slain there. 
Not one escaped. 
Ahafc 


went up to eat and drink, and Elijeb 
went up to the top of Carmel to pray 
Note in Elijah's prayer for fire thai 
his one cry was that Jehovah would 
show Himself as God, and he askc-d 
nothing for himself but to be known 
as the Lord's servant. Consider the 
Lord answering by fire In Lev. ix, 24; 
•Judg. vl. 21; I Chron. xxl, 20; II Chron. 
Vli, 1, and I have no doubt that the 
sacrifice of Abel was also accepted in 
the same way—fire from the sword in 
Eden reaching out to the sacrifice, 
while Cain's offering was untouched. 
May we all be consumed with such 
love to God as shall make It manifest 
that Jesiw ttv«.

the throes of a "Revival of Religion." 
Hundreds of ministers have placed 
themselves and their congregations 
under the leadership, of the Rev. Dr. 
Chapman and Mr. Alexander, the fa- 
mous singer, for the purpose of reviv- 
ing religion; for the purpose of rescu- 
ing human souls .from eternal tor- 
ment, as the proposition is generally 
understood. Business men have sub- 


. scribed large sums of money for this 


noble work of rescue, reasoning that 
if thousands of dollars are spent in 
fire-fighting apparatus for the protec- 
tion of human life for a few years, the 
services of Messrs. Chapman and 
Alexander will be cheap if they carry 
away twenty-five thousand dollars for 
a month's work, provided the results 
show a goodly number rescued from 
eternal torment. 


"We sympathize with some of these 


large-hearted and open-handed busi- 
ness men who give their money for 
so laudable an object. 
Yet we can- 


not think that many, nay not even a 
majority, of those who contributed 
this sum have done so conscientious- 
ly. We cannot think that one-half of 
them believe in the teaching of eter- 
nal torture, nor can we think that 
more than one-tenth of them believe 
that a practical conversion is signified 
by a response to an invitation which 
implies a preference for heavenly 
bliss rather than for eternal anguish. 
However, it is for those who pay the 
money to exercise their own con- 
sciences in this matter,' and it is none 
of our business what they decide. 


We sympathize also with the hun- 


dreds of pastors of this city who have 
joined in this movement, which they 
hope will increase their congregations 
and church revenues, "but these pas- 
tors know in reality that the Bible 
does not teach eternal torment, and 
they have discarded the Bible anyway 
in favor of Higher Critical-Infidelity. 
Theirs is an unhappy and stultified 
position. 


We sympathize still more with the 


poor people whose education along 
spiritual lines is almost wholly neg- 
lected, and who live in constant fear 
of the God who loves them and in 
dreadful misunderstanding of the Bi- 
ble, which he has given them. 
Be- 


tween the imperfectness of the trans- 
lation and the coloring of prejudice 
and the twist of misunderstanding of 
some parables and symbols they are 
helpless in the presence of educated 
men who teach inferentially what 
they do not themselves believe.

poor "common people!" that you 
should be betrayed by those in whom 
you repose confidence and whom you 
unwittingly pay for keeping you in 
the dark by taking from you the key 
of knowledge.

minds of the people, Is an awful cost 
to pay, even if the results should he 
a hundred times as great as'promised. 
Well did Jesus say, "Ye compass sea 
and land to make one proselyte and 
when he is gained, you make him 
two-fold more a child of destruction 
than yourselves" (Matthew xxiii, 15). 
The conversions achieved by misrep- 
resentations of God instil a poison in- 
to the heart difficult to eradicate, im- 
pervious to the Truth. 


It grieves me to be obliged consci- 


entiously thus to characterize a move- 
ment'which has, at least, an outward 
appearance of godliness. 
It will at- 


tract to me the venom of those whose 
hypocrisies I criticize. 
It is not the 


money that they will collect that 
grieves me, for those who give it hon- 
estly, thinking thus to serve the Lord, 
will surely be blessed by him. It is 
the hypocrisy of the thing, the mis- 
representation of their own belief and 
unbelief and the slander against the 
holy name of the Creator and the 
further bamboozling and throwing of 
dust into the eyes of the common peo- 
ple—this awakens, and should awak- 
en, righteous indignation. And the 
more others do not speak, the more I 
must speak in denunciation and in 
warning to the people to search the 
Scriptures and become undeceived. 


Hearken Now to Our Text 


The teachings of all of the creeds 


of the "Dark Ages" which have come 
down to us, although they contain 
many good things, are so befogged 
with misrepresentations of God as to 
be a stench to our nostrils and a men- 
ace to our spiritual health. 
They 


picture to us a God either reckless 
and careless of the future interests of 
his human creatures, or else as pow- 
erless to aid any but the few. They 
picture to us millions going down to 
torture during the four thousand 
years before Jesus came into the 
world to seek and to save that which 
was lost. 
They picture to us that 


since his coming only a handful, com- 
paratively, of the human family have 
become his disciples, footstep follow- 
ers, "Meet for the inheritance of thii 
saints in light." 
All the others, ac- 


cording to our Protestant creeds, Cal- 
vinistic and Arminian, have gone 
down to eternal torture. 
From this 


standpoint it is that Dr. Chapman and 
Mr. Alexander are the heroes of the 
hour, saving a few more whom God 
would have otherwise neglected, or, 
as some might say, saving them in 
spit*; of Divine foreordination to the 
contrary. 


But what say the Scriptures? Does 


I he Bible substantiate such theories? 
Nay, Nay! In harmony with our text, 
the entire Bible reveals to us a God 
as infinite in his Wisdom and Power 
as in his Justice and Love. Our text 
tells us that he is mindful of his crea- 
tures-—humanity. He was mindful in 
the very b'eginning when he created 
man and foreknew his fall.

back there he foretold that "the Seed 
of 
the woman should ultimately 


bruise the Serpent's head."

back there he indicated his Divine 
purpose, in due time, to redeem man 
from destruction (not from eternal 
torment for none were sentenced to 
torment).

lives of animals, and thus God typi- 
cally prophesied "better sacrifices" 
for the perfect covering of man's sin 
and shame. 
In God's dealings with 


the nation of Israel, he gave numer- 
ous types foreshadowing the later 
blessings, following "the better sacri- 
fices" of the antitypical Atonement 
Day—blessing all the families of the 
earth.

"Let God Be True"—Others Liars 
If evangelists and others would 


preach this "narrow way" of the Gos- 
pel of Christ, how we would rejoice 
with them, and how soon would the 
true knowledge of God's love spread 
over the world and appeal to the 
hearts of all!
